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REMARKS 

Status of Claims: 

Claims 2, 3 and 8 have been cancelled. Thus, claims 1, 4-7 and 9-10 remain for 
examination. 

Prior Art Rejection: 

Claims 1 and 3-10 stand rejected under 35 USC 103 as unpatentable over Futakami 
(5842761) in view of Okajima (5334993. 

The examiner has indicated that claim 2 is objected to and would be allowed if placed 
in independent form. 

By way to the instant amendment, claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations 
of claim 2, and claim 2 has been cancelled. Further, the remaining dependent claims that 
depend form claim 1 (which consist of all of the remaining claims) have either been amended 
to be consistent with amended claim 1 or have been cancelled. 

It is thus submitted that all claims are allowable. 

Conclusions: 

In view of the comments set forth above, it is submitted that the application is now in 
condition for allowance and an early indication of same is earnestly solicited.
